DBOATUB IS 67 THAB8 OLD. 


Historical Points About Deoatur and Ma- 


con uounty. 


The editor ol the Macon Independent U en- 


gaged In writing a history of nls town and 
gives some points of general Intereit In hit 
last issue. Speaking of tho formation of the 
county, he says that Macon county wa« named 
after Nathaniel Macon, of South Carolina, who, 
up to 1828, had been 87 years tn Congress un- 
interrupted-In the Lower House from 1791 to 
1SI6, (Speaker from 1801 to 1806), and In the 
Senato Irom 1810 to 1828. Macon was a short 
time In the army, having Joined it as a volun- 
teer In 1T77. The Commissioners appointed 
under the act authorizing the formation of the 
oovntywere Instructed to select the site for 
the county seat, and they were instructed to 
lay it out after the pattern of Shelbyvllle. 
They ohose 20 acres of land on which the older 
part of Decatur Is built—that bounded on the 
north by Prairie Street, on the east by Water 
Street, on the south by Wood Street and on 
the west by Church Street. The land on which 
Decatur stands had not at that time been en- 
tered from the Government. Slavery was ap- 
parently an Illinois Institution In thoss days, 
as among the personal property ordered to be 
taxed arc "S aves and indentured or registered 
n< (fro or mulatto servants," The first tax, 
which was one-half per cont, i oaliieil * 09 32ft. 
Among what now would be considered a curi- 
osity Is tho tavern rates, which were fliod by 
the County Court ai follows: Breakfast and 
horse feed, 3T/S cents; man and horse each 
night (man to have supper) 6214 cents; dinner 
aud horse feed, 37K cents; spirits (except 
whiskey) and wine, 85 cents per h»lf pint, and 
whiskey 11% cents per half pint 
As far as Is 


now known the flret building ever erected In 
the county was about 8 miles northeast of De- 
catur, and was put up about 1816 for the pur- 
pose of carrying on a trade with tho Indians, 
who then frequented this section of the ooun- 
iry In large numbers.

At this time 
of writing the thermometer stands 
at 2 degrees below eero, a difference 
of 5-t degrees in twelve hours.
